DAYS OF RECKONING 
The task of balancing a federal bu dget down­ 
ward is enormou sly difficu lt for the simple rea­ 
son th at we hav e nev er had any ex perience with 
it. 
In the past, when the ex penses of the gov ern­ 
m ent went u p or when appropriations were in­ 
creased to meet the almost regal moods of am ­ 
bitiou s and ex panding federal departments, tax ­ 
pay ers groaned a little. Bu t Congress has an 
easy method of meeting su ch situ ations. It in­ 
creased ex isting tax es or imposed new and nov el 
ones. 
All of a su dden Washington has fou nd th at 
this simple dev ice will not work. The increas­ 
ing resistance to the proposed sales tax indi­ 
cates th at Congress may actu ally hav e to slash 
the ru nning ex penditu res of the mu ltitu dinou s 
departm ents of the gov ernment. These depart­ 
m ents are now spending abou t $8,000,000 a day 
more than the treasu ry is able to take in. 
A passing glance at some of the details of the 
19 33 bu dget will indicate directions in which 
efforts at economy may y et hav e to be ex tended. 
The bu reau of pu blic roads, of the Department of 
Agricu ltu re, requ ires $109 ,000,000 in the present 
fiscal y ear. This hu ge su m is needed to carry on 
the scheme of federal cooperation with states 
th at pledge themselv es to u sefu l schemes of 
highway constru ction. 
Agricu ltu ral ex periment stations will requ ire 
abou t $14,000,000. The animal indu stry section 
of this same departm ent has asked for almost 
$16 ,000,000. 
The Department of the Interior hopes to spend 
not less than $14,000,000 in the cu rrent fiscal pe­ 
riod at the work of reclaiming waste land. If we 
believ e specialists in other div isions of the gov ­ 
ernm ent we already hav e more land than we can 
pu t to profitable u se. The spending of all federal 
departm ents has been u nchecked becau se it is 
easy to pu t tax es u p in times of increasing pros­ 
perity and becau se many departmental bu dgets 
are related indirectly to the scheme of Congres­ 
sional patronage. 


MOMENTUM 
As the pig iron fu inaces and steel mills ru n so 
goes bu siness generally , according to an ax iom. 
Right now these barometers of bu siness foretell 
better bu siness and less u nemploy ment nex t 
spring. 
Pig iron and steel are the raw m aterials for a 
v ast nu mber of m ajor m anu factu red produ cts, 
chief among which are au tomobiles, railway 
equ ipment, bridges, bu ildings, hardware and 
hou sehold articles. 
The iron and steel being 
made this m onth will soon find their way to in­ 
nu merable factories. Therefore any increase in 
iron and steel produ ction today is the foreru nner 
of increased indu strial and stru ctu ral activ ity 
generally . 
Increasing produ ction at the fu rnaces is ex act­ 
ly what has taken place this month. As for the 
steel mills, their ou tpu t is the highest since last 
fall. 
On the basis of these infallible omens there is 
more than blind optimism behind the prosperity 
predictions now being heard on all sides. 
That army of u nemploy ed will be greatly deci­ 
mated by the resu mption of constru ction in the 
spring and by the seasonal employ ment that 
will be afforded by agricu ltu re and allied en­ 
terprises.
